CCTV cameras 
out of action 

Streets have not been monitored in Ely and Soham 
for up to a month due to ‘technical issues’ 


CCTV cameras in Ely and Soham are 
not working properly - and might not 
have been for almost a month. 

“Technical issues” have arisen with a 
new CCTV system being introduced to 
cover Ely city centre and Soham town 
centre and police have been forced to 
“increase patrols in key areas”. 

The issues have been ongoing for 
more than a fortnight, although it is 
believed some streets may not have 
had effective CCTV coverage for up to 
a month. 

Ely’s Mayor, Cllr Lis Every, said she 
and the City of Ely Council “apologise 
sincerely” for the issues. 

She added: “We can assure our resi¬ 
dents that we are doing our very best 
to restore the system to being fully 
operational again.” 

Ownership of the 35 CCTV cameras 
in Ely and Soham was transferred 
from East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to the city council in January, 
as part of the district council’s cost¬ 
cutting procedures. 

The district council used to pay an 
annual contribution of £36,415 to help 
maintain them and fund the control 
room from where they are monitored, 
at Ely Police Station.

When it voted to transfer ownership 
of the cameras, the district council 
had to provide a one-off payment of 
£56,000 so that the cameras could be 
converted from fibre-optic to an 
updated wireless system, which it said 
would make them more affordable for 
the city council and Soham Town 
Council, which is a member of the 
CCTV partnership. 

But it is during that conversion to the 
wireless system that the technical 
issues have arisen, meaning some 
streets currently have poor CCTV cov¬ 
erage - or none at all. 

Speaking on behalf of the city coun¬ 
cil, Cllr Every said that converting the 
CCTV system to wireless will save 
around £40,000 each year. 

She said: “As well as being much 
cheaper, the system also provides a 
more flexible scheme for the future 
and was welcomed by all partners. 

“However, unforeseen technical dif¬ 
ficulties have arisen with the installa¬ 
tion and in consequence there has 
been a reduced service, which will 
continue until these matters are 
resolved. 


“We had considered reinstating the 
previous system in the meantime, but 
we were unable to justify spending 
tens of thousands of pounds of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money, for what should be resolved 
in the relatively near future. 

“At a much lower cost to the taxpayer 
and working with the police, we have 
agreed a way to continue to cover key 
areas in the city, until the new system 
is up and running. 

“On behalf of all the partners 
involved in this installation, we apolo¬ 
gise sincerely for the delay in this. The 
prize of a more effective and cost effi¬ 
cient system will, we are sure, be avail¬ 
able in the near future.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Police said: “We are aware of technical 
issues with the new CCTV system cov¬ 
ering Ely and Soham, and are working 
closely with partner agencies to ensure 
the issue is resolved as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

“We have alternative measures in 
place while the work is carried out and 
have increased patrols in key areas.”

THOUSANDS of commuters 
headed off to the capital from 
Ely and Littleport stations on 
Monday morning - on day 
one of a new era for the 
region’s rail services. 

After eight and a half years, 
First Capital Connect’s fran¬ 
chise to run trains on the 
Great Northern route has 
reached the end of the line. 

This week, new operator 
Govia Thameslink Railway 
(GTR) - a joint venture 
between transport compa¬ 
nies Go-Ahead Group and 
Keolis - took charge not only 
of the Great Northern route, 
but also of the giant 
Thameslink operation, the 
biggest rail franchise in 
Britain. 

And the company pledged 
passengers new rolling stock, 
more seats in the rush hour, 
and better station facilities.

A spokeswoman said: “We 
will improve the service for 
our passengers and make sig¬ 
nificant investment in the 
route. 

“This will bring new trains, 
room for passengers on busy 
rush hour trains, and 
improvements to stations. 

“From 2018 there will also be 
trains that link Cambridge 
directly with Gatwick 
Airport.” 

Charles Horton, GTR’s chief 
executive, said: “Over time we 
will be making real improve¬ 
ments to passengers’ experi¬ 
ence and managing the major 
changes that are happening 
on this part of the rail net¬ 
work. 

“We’ve listened to what peo¬ 
ple want, and will be increas¬ 
ing capacity on busy com¬ 


muter services, improving 
reliability and punctuality, 
introducing new fleets of 
trains, spending £50 million 
on station improvements, and 
investing in our employees’ 
training and development.” 

GTR’s franchise will run for 
seven years, during which the 
company has promised £430 
million in investment, includ¬ 
ing new trains, more services 
and increased capacity. 

The firm is also promising to 
deliver improved reliability 
and punctuality, more ticket 
options, better connections 
and improved stations. 

First Capital Connect issued 
a statement thanking passen¬ 
gers in Cambridgeshire for 
their “custom and patience.”

Family’s plea over 
missing Deborah

THE half-sister of missing Ely 
landlady Deborah Steel has issued 
an emotional plea for anyone with 
information about her wherea¬ 
bouts to speak up. 

Virginia Strecker says not know¬ 
ing what happened to Deborah for 
almost two decades has been a 
“heavy burden to carry”. 

Deborah - the former landlady of 
the Royal Standard - disappeared 
on Sunday, December 28, 1997 and 
has never been seen since. 

Ms Steel was 37 at the time and 
was last seen leaving the pub, in 
Forehill, at about lam - reportedly 
after an argument. 

On Tuesday, September 2 - almost 
17 years later - a 70-year-old man 
from Ely was arrested on suspicion 
of her murder. The arrest was made 
following the re-opening of the 
case. 

In a statement issued by 
Cambridgeshire Police this week,

Mrs Strecker said: “Debbie went 
missing 17 years ago under strange 
and unexplainable circumstances. 

“I knew in my heart of hearts after 
the first few weeks of her disap¬ 
pearance that she was no longer of 
this world, as she had made no con¬ 
tact with either myself or other 
family members. 

“At the time, the police exhausted 
every line of enquiry but to no 
avail.” 

Mrs Strecker, 47, from 
Nottinghamshire, said: “I find it so 
very sad that our father went to his 
grave without knowing the truth of 


Debbie’s whereabouts. 

“Now the case has been reopened 
I plead to anyone who knows any¬ 
thing, however minor it may seem 
to them, to now come forward. 

“We are convinced that someone 
knows about her fate. It has been a 
heavy burden to carry all these 
years and all we wish for is the 
answers so we can lay Debbie to 
rest at last.” 

Ms Steel’s former home in 
Longfields, Ely - and its garden - 
have been searched by crime scene 
investigators and detectives lead¬ 
ing the investigation are appealing 
for information from people who 
were customers at the Royal 
Standard at the time of her disap¬ 
pearance. 

The man arrested on suspicion of 
her murder has been bailed to 
return to Parkside police station on 
October 2.

Pharmacy at St 
George’s at risk 


A PHARMACY which faces 
closure has launched a legal 
battle in a bid to safeguard 
its future. 

Alchemy Pharmaceuticals, 
at St George’s Medical Centre 
in Littleport, was given just a 
few days notice to leave the 
practice on Wednesday, 
September 10 - much to the 
horror of patients. 

But on Thursday it was 
announced that the firm had 
launched a legal challenge 
against the decision and that 
it will remain at the GP sur¬ 
gery, in Parsons Lane, until 
the matter is settled. 

Nobody from Alchemy 
Pharmaceuticals was availa¬ 
ble to comment but a state¬ 
ment on the medical centre’s 
website says: “There has been 
a legal dispute between the 
GP partnership and Alchemy 
Pharmaceuticals Ltd (trading 
as St George’s Pharmacy).

“The pharmacy was asked 
to leave on Wednesday, 
September 10 but they will 
remain on the premises until 
further notice. This dispute is 
being handled by solicitors. 

“We are aware that many of 
our patients use this service 
for prescriptions and have 
found it particularly useful 
for out of hours or immediate 
dispensing following a doc¬ 
tor’s appointment. 

“We are very sorry for the 
inconvenience that may be 
caused during this difficult 
time.” 

The surgery serves thou¬ 
sands of people, not only in 
Littleport, but also in many 
of the surrounding villages, 
and news that the pharmacy 
is set to close has angered 
patients.

Plans to expand 
showman’s yard 
are approved 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
expand a showman’s yard in 
Soham have been approved 
- despite fears it could have a 
detrimental impact on an 
already busy junction. 

Travelling showman Brad¬

A MAN whose wife is battling 
Leukaemia will be using his pedal 
power to help fund further research 
into the disease. 

Gerd Ellsmore, 42, is taking part in 
the 100-mile Birmingham Bikeathon 
on Sunday to raise as much money as 
he can for the blood cancer charity, 
Leukaemia and Lymphoma Research. 

In September 2012, Gerd’s wife, 
Donna, was diagnosed with Acute 
Myeloid Leukaemia (AML). 

After an ear infection failed to clear 
up following a round of antibiotics, 
Donna was referred to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital for further tests and a consul¬ 
tation with a haematology specialist. 

Results from blood tests and a bone 
marrow biopsy confirmed that she 
had Leukaemia. 

Gerd, who lives with Donna and his 
children, Eddie, 11, and Eva, 9, in 
Witchford, said: “We were both 
shocked at how our lives had been 
turned upside down in a matter of 
hours. 

“The worst part was sitting our chil¬ 
dren down and explaining that 
mummy had cancer of the blood and 
would be in hospital for at least four or 
five weeks.” 

Donna underwent chemotherapy 
immediately and achieved remission 


in February 2013. Gerd said: “We spent 
three weeks in Florida in August to 
recuperate and have some quality 
time as a family. 

“Donna’s hair was growing back and 
her strength and health was starting 
to recover a little.” 

Then in early 2014, Donna began to 
feel unwell again. Subsequent blood 
tests revealed the worst - the 
Leukaemia had returned. She began 


further chemotherapy treatment and 
after undergoing a stem cell trans¬ 
plant in August, she is now in recovery. 

Gerd said: “If Donna can remain 
strong through everything she has 
been through, then the Birmingham 
Bikeathon challenge is one that I can 
rise to. 

“So far I have raised over £1,900. The 
reality is that, for many people, AML is 
a killer, but with more research into 


better treatments and cures the num¬ 
ber of people who can survive this 
disease can continue to improve. 

“If my efforts can help Leukaemia 
and Lymphoma Research achieve 
their goal of beating blood cancer then 
it will all be worthwhile.”

EAST Cambridgeshire 
residents are being urged to 
be vigilant after a number of 
suspected rogue trading 
incidents. 

Numerous vulnerable 
residents have been targeted 
across Cambridgeshire by 
people charging large 
amounts of cash for work to 
be carried out on their homes. 

The work is either not 
carried out at all or done to a 
poor standard at a fraction of 
the price charged. 

Detective Inspector Sharon 
Dence said: “Rogue traders 
target vulnerable people and 
we would urge residents to 
look out for their relatives and 
neighbours, especially if they 
are elderly or have other 
vulnerabilities. 

“Offenders will often initially 
charge a small amount but 
then dramatically increase the 
price and can become 
threatening or aggressive if 
the victim does not hand over 
the money. 

“We would urge people to 
never allow cold callers into 
their house or sign up to any 
work being carried out straight 
away. We would also 
encourage people to report 
suspicious activity by calling 
police on 101.”

The young animals, one 
black, another harlequin 
and the other three agouti 
or ‘wild’ coloured, have now 
been taken to a specialist for 
hand-rearing. 

RSPCA inspector Richard 
Lythgoe said: “These little 


things were tiny and were 
just not old enough to have 
any chance of fending for 
themselves. They are still 
supposed to be feeding off 
their mum. 

“They were clearly 
dumped, as the box with its 
shavings shows, and they 
would have starved to death 
if this kind-hearted mem¬ 
ber of the public had not 
seen them and brought 
them to safety. 

“We urge anyone with any 
information about how they 


came to be dumped like this 
to let us know - it is simply 
unacceptable to treat ani¬ 
mals like this.” 

Rowena Hope, a veteri¬ 
nary nursing assistant at Pet 
Doctors, said: “Rabbits are 
very difficult to look after 
when they are this young as 
they need very particular 
feeds, so we have taken 
them to a specialist to hand- 
rear them.”

THE mother of a baby boy 
who died from a genetic dis¬ 
order is calling on the 
Government to support a 
controversial technique 
which could prevent babies 
inheriting potentially fatal 
conditions. 

Claire Wright, of Stewards 
Close, Sutton, whose son, 
Jacob, died on April 2, 2012, 
aged just 16 months after 
being diagnosed with Leigh’s 
Disease, a form of mitochon¬ 
drial disease, said if the treat¬ 
ment had been available she 
would have gone for it. 

Earlier this month, minis¬ 
ters debated mitochondrial 
replacement in Parliament, a 
technique which allows 
mothers with a genetic fault 
in their mitochondria - which 
act as the power sources for 
the body’s cells - to bear 
healthy children by replacing 
the faulty mitochondria in 
the mother’s egg with healthy 
mitochondria from a donor 

egg- 

Mitochondrial diseases 
mean cells fail to function 
and symptoms include poor 
growth, loss of muscle co¬ 
ordination along with visual 
and hearing problems. 

“It’s a cruel disease,” said 
Mrs Wright, 40. “The people 
that have had to suffer 
because of it deserve hope, 
and this will give people 
hope. This technique is so 
important. It will give fami¬ 
lies a chance to have a happy, 
healthy child and the chance 
of being a family.” 

Up until he was nine months 
old, Jacob was a happy baby 
despite being a bit behind on 


his development and suffer¬ 
ing with hearing problems 
and having a cataract on his 
right eye. 

But after suffering a few sei¬ 
zures, he went rapidly down¬ 
hill and spent time at 
Addenbrooke’s and a couple 
of weeks in intensive care. 

His condition affected his 
brain which in turn affected 
all his muscles and he suf¬ 
fered from a form of epilepsy 
causing him to have 20 sei¬ 
zures for up to 20 minutes at a 
time. 

Eventually he lost the ability 
to smile and make noises and 
he could not hold his own 
head up. 

Mrs Wright, who works for 
the Lilly Foundation, which 
raises money into finding a 
cure for mitochondrial dis¬ 
ease, said: “He was a very 
happy baby, he had to go 
through a lot over a short 
period of time.” 

Among the ministers sup¬ 


porting mitochondrial 
replacement is Cambridge’s 
MP Julian Huppert. 

He said: “I simply do not 
understand how opponents 
of this can argue that they 
want to continue to inflict 
that sort of suffering on so 
many children, because that 
is the consequence of not 
finding a way to treat these 
disorders.” 

Mrs Wright and her hus¬ 
band Bob, 43, have also set up 
Team Jacum, which has 
raised nearly £25,000 for the 
Lilly Foundation along with 
East Anglia’s Children’s 
Hospices, The Sick Children’s 
Trust and Brainwave charity.

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Cedric, 73, sees family names on 
poignant trip up cathedal tower

TAKING a trip up Ely Cathedral's 
iconic Octagon Tower is a memora¬ 
ble experience for everyone - but for 
great-grandfather Cedric Tunnell it 
was particularly poignant. 

Scribbled on to one of the walls of 
the tower is Cedric’s name, as well as 
those of his four brothers, who were 
all choristers at the cathedral prior 
to and during the Second World War, 
and some of whom sadly did not 
return. 

One of the brothers, Dennis, who 
died in April this year, had told 
Cedric that their names were graf- 
fitied on the wall, but despite only 
living in nearby Littleport, Cedric 
had never got round to going up the 
tower to see it for himself. 

Last Tuesday, Cedric was given a 
guided tour up the tower, where he 
was not only able to enjoy the stun¬ 
ning views, but also see his family 
names scratched into the walls. 

Cedric, 73, who lives with his wife, 
Margaret, in The Holmes, said: “It 
was such a lovely surprise when the 
cathedral got in touch with me, and 
the trip up the tower itself was great. 

“It was actually quite emotional 
and nostalgic.” 

Cedric’s brother, Leonard, born in 
1922, died in October 1944, aged just 


22, having been seriously injured 
fighting in Germany. He was 
returned home but died six weeks 
later and is buried in Ely cemetery. 
He lied about his age so that he could 
join the army aged just 17. 

Dennis, who was born in 1925, 
served with the RAF during the 
Second World War and went on to be 
an electrician. He died earlier this 
year. 

Phillip, who was born in 1931, 


joined the army and served during 
the Suez Crisis. He also went on to 
become an electrician. He died in 
1998. 

Tom, christened Brian Thomas, 
was born in 1934. He went into the 
RAF and then worked in insurance 
in Ely, then Norwich. All four broth¬ 
ers were choristers at the cathedral. 

Cedric worked as a compositor at 
Jefferson’s Print Works in Ely for 29 
years, then went on to continue his 


profession in Bury St Edmunds on 
the closure of Jefferson’s for a further 
21 years. 

He was the only son not to become 
a choir boy. The choir school had 
closed down, the King’s School had 
taken over and his parents could not 
afford the fees. 

There were also two sisters - 
Phyllis, who was born in 1920 and 
married and lived locally, and Eileen, 
who was born in 1927, whose mar¬ 


ried name is Stubbings and who still 
lives in the Ely area - in The 
Vineyards to be precise. 

Cedric, who has two children, four 
grandchildren and five great-grand¬ 
children, said: “There were seven of 
us altogether but it’s only Eileen and 
I left now, so the graffiti was a lovely 
thing to be able to see. 

“I’d like to thank the cathedral for 
getting in touch with me and organ¬ 
ising the tour.”

THE RIOT CLUB (15,107 mins) 

THE class war degenerates into foul-mouthed tirades and stomach- 
churning violence in Laura Wade’s robust adaptation of her own 
coruscating stage play. 

Posh originated at the Royal Court Theatre in London in 2010 
and was revived two years later in the West End, painting a vivid 
portrait of a fictional dining clique akin to the Bullingdon Club at 
Oxford University, which once included David Cameron, George 
Osborne and Boris Johnson in its notorious ranks. 

Lone Scherfig's film, retitled The Riot Club, packs a similar emo¬ 
tional wallop to its stage-bound predecessor, detonating pent-up 
testosterone and tempers with horrifying repercussions. 

Wade has fleshed out key protagonists and excised some scenes 
entirely to reduce the running time by 40 minutes. 

There seems to be a greater emphasis on the fledgling romance 
between the most likable male character and a down-to-earth 
northern lass (Holliday Grainger), who is dazzled by the dreaming 
spires and gushes: "Being at Oxford is like being invited to 100 
parties all at once - and I want to go to all of them." 

The Riot Club is not a party most of us would wish to attend. 

But that's the point. Alistair Ryle (Sam Claflin) arrives at Oxford, 
hoping to emulate his older brother, a former president of the 
titular fraternity. This hush-hush 10-strong dining club honours 
the memory of its libidinous 18th century founder by boozing to 
excess at an annual dinner, trashing the venue and paying for the 
damages out of their trust funds. 


Given his lineage, Alistair is almost certain to catch the eye of 
Riot Club president James Leighton-Masters (Freddie Fox). 

However, it is dashing classmate Miles Richards (Max Irons) from 
more humble stock, who steals Alistair's thunder and arouses the 
homosexual yearnings of influential club member Hugo Fraser- 
Tyrwhitt (Sam Reid). 

Alistair and Miles pass initiation and are inducted into the ranks 
alongside Harry Villiers (Douglas Booth), Guy Bellingfield (Mat¬ 
thew Beard), Toby Maitland (Oily Alexander), Dimitri Mitropoulos 
(Ben Schnetzer) and George Balfour (Jack Farthing). 

The students head to a country pub run by Chris (Gordon Brown) 
and his daughter Rachel (Jessica Brown Findlay), who have no idea 
of the devastation about to be wrought. 

The Riot Club is a sobering attack on a culture of inherited privi¬ 
lege and power in Britain. 

Scherfig's film dissects how our egalitarian society is founded on 
secret handshakes in wood-panelled rooms far from the madding 
electorate, and you can almost see the venom streaking down the 
camera lens when one inebriated club member sneers, "I am sick 
to death of poor people!" 

The Danish filmmaker, who previously helmed the Oscar- 
nominated coming-of- age story An Education, doesn't spare the 
morally repugnant characters any blushes. 

A climactic showdown is just as jaw-dropping in lurid cinematic 
close-up as it was from the safe distance of the theatre's upper 
circle.

We know bees, hoverflies and other beneficial 
insects provide a welcome sight for gardeners in 
spring and summer, pollinating our flowers and 
helping us to reap rich harvests, but these valued 
species also need plenty of protection in the 
winter to ensure they return in 
years to come. 

As part of Wild About 
Gardens Week, the Royal Hor¬ 
ticultural Society (RHS) and 
The Wildlife Trusts (TWT) are 
urging people to do more to 
support the UK's vital pollina¬ 
tors during the cooler months. 

RHS senior entomologist 
Andrew Salisbury says: "Polli¬ 
nators and other invertebrates 
need sheltered places to spend by 1131111311 
the cold winter months. By 
being a little less tidy, particularly around the 
base of hedges and in garden borders, creating 
bug hotels and log piles, we can provide much 
needed overwintering sites, giving pollinators a 
head start in the spring." 

The two organisations have produced a winter 
survival guide for the UK's 1,500 species of pol¬ 
linating insects. People with outside spaces are 
urged to: 


■ Make an insect hotel or overwintering habitat 
- insect hotels provide shelter and overwinter¬ 
ing habitats for many pollinators. WAG week 

is featuring a 'build a bug hotel' competition to 
encourage gardeners, schools and community 
groups to get building and 
share photographs of their 
projects to inspire others to get 
involved. More details about 
the competition can be found 
at www.wildaboutgardens- 
week.org.uk/buildabughotel. 
Entries close on October 31. 

■ Create log piles - some 
pollinating insects nest or over¬ 
winter in dead wood and many 
uncommon insects such as the 
stag beetle rely on it for a large 
part of their lifecycle. Half bury 
some logs, leave dead wood where it falls, and 
keep tree stumps in place. 

■ Cut back on the cutting back - instead of 
cutting flower borders back in late autumn, leave 
the dead stems all winter until early spring. The 
hollow stems of perennial plants provide shelter 
for overwintering insects. 

■ Let your lawn grow - leave a long patch over 
the winter, before cutting it back, resuming mow¬

ing in early spring and it'll help many creatures 
hibernate. 

■ Ensure your garden contains a wide range of 
plants, trees and shrubs that produce pollen and 
nectar resources throughout the year. Autumn 
and winter nectar plants to consider include: 
Spanish traveller's joy (Clematis cirrhosa), winter¬ 
flowering crocus (Crocus species), ivy (Hedera 
helix), Purpus honeysuckle (Lonicera x purpu- 
sii), Michaelmas daisy (Aster), perennial sun¬ 
flower (Helianthus x laetiflorus), winter aconite 
(Eranthis hyemalis) and sweet box (Sarcococca 
confusa). 

■ Be considerate to dandelions and nettles, 
which are crucial for many pollinators. 

A recent study highlighted that 24% of Euro¬ 
pean bumblebee species are at risk of extinction 
and we have already lost 23 bee and flower- 
visiting wasp species in Britain. 

Paul Wilkinson, The Wildlife Trusts' head of liv¬ 


ing landscape, says: "The provision of nectar-rich 
flowers combined with equal effort to restore 
and create 'home' habitats - including food 
plants for caterpillars and undisturbed ground for 
hibernating bees - is a winning combination. 

"Although the importance of bees is now 
widely recognised, let's also give credit to and 
raise awareness of our lesser-known pollinators, 
including the peacock butterfly, hummingbird 
hawk moth and marmalade hoverfly. 

"Ultimately, it's looking after the 'small stuff' 
which helps to create a healthier bigger picture 
for wildlife and the natural environment. Col¬ 
lectively, our gardens make up the biggest nature 
reserve in the UK. Let's make it the biggest and 
best it can be."

Greens battle to see

DANIEL Brown struck five minutes 
from the end to secure a 2-1 success 
for Soham at Maldon & Tiptree in the 
Ryman League, North Division last 
Saturday. 

The Greens fell behind with only 10 
minutes on the clock, before a good 
strike from Ryan Sharman made it all 
square at the interval.
